REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 



Responsive to the Official Action mailed December 24, 2008, applicants have revised he 
claims of their application in an earnest effort to place this case in condition for allowance. 
Specifically, claims 1-4, 6-8, and 10-19 have been cancelled. 

In the Action, the Examiner indicated the allowability of claims 20-33, but objected to an 
informality in claim 20. Claim 20 has been revised, and is now believed to be in condition for 
formal allowance. 

By this response, applicants have added new dependent claims 34 and 35, to depend 
from claim 20. These claims find support in connection with the disclosure of Figure 10c of their 
application, wherein the lens element of the construction is disclosed as being integrated with 
the associated substrate (421). Entry is respectfully requested. 

In view of the foregoing, formal allowance of claims 20-35 is believed to be in order and 
is respectfully solicited.
